Specific procedures wer^outlined to_ guaraintee the comptetiofT of 
the project objectives. Cehtsct was established 'with the- State 
Librarian and the Louisiaha LibPary Association to ihfom fS\m of the 
iiiLeriL of LMe project. Advlce #iS yiven by p?KWc aitd personally by ' ♦ 
representatives of the American tibra^y Association in ttie .developitient 
of project activities. A written cooperative agreement between the 
State Bepartmeht of Education and the State Library relative to the 
objectives of the project was drawn up and signed by the proper 
authorities. 

The next step was to inforre local supervisors of adult arRI ccmwunity 
education of the purposes of the project. In addition, strategies and a 
plan of operation for adult educitors and parish librarians was developed.

REPORTS FROM PILOT PARISHES 
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LIBRARY PROdEGT REP0RT - 1983-84 
BEAUREGARD PARISH 



The joint project of the bbolsiana State tibrary arid the Bureau 
of Adult and Community Ediucation^ "Libraries: A Discovery for Adult 
Learners*" has been a most worthwhile endeavor. The Beauregard Parish 
Library and Beadregard^^Parj^h Adult Education Prbgraii have been working 
together for niany years -ar^d have had a mutually rewarding relationship. 
Prior to this project^ our eooperative efforts had been directed to 
support projects. For exaaflple^ Adult Edtication classes ^re brought to 
^the library for orientation tours and library-use training^ film 
-programs^ and special displays/exhibi ts. Each ^ency promoted the 
other, distributed brochures/bookmarks, and displayed posters showing 
services available. 

This background of cbbperatibri provided a natural fdUndatidn on 
which to build and extend cooperative Pindeavbrs. Activities included 
the fdlldwiiig: mailed a letter from the library to the graduates of 
the Adu]t Education Prbgr^; di5p!ayed International Literacy Seek 
materials in the library; distribute a bibliography of high inldrest- 
low vbcabulary materials available at the parish library; provided 
teachers and learners with the library's SaiUA-Bobk catalog; arid con- 
ducted in-service workshops for staff at both the library and adalt 
education to acquaint each with services^ techniques^ etc.^ respective 
to each progr^. 

Adult education distributed a packet of library information to na* 
ehrdllees ^nd arrange opportunities for ^ults to visit the library 
with the security of their Center tearfiers arid friends* Sfe^ly sched- 
ules of libr'ary events^were posted and called to the attention of 



participants--these events are sometimes of Interest to the adalt in 

their parent roles. It is felt that this serves a double benefit^ for 

more children will grow up using library services when their parents 

feel comfortable and knowledgeable in library procedures.

6. Values t attitudes, and goals ditier-from upper and middle'^ 
class no tats : An individual's cult^^rai environment tnf iuences 
greatly his social valuei* attitudes^ ind goals, ' Under sdu- 
cated adultSt more likely thin not • have i value lyitem wide- 
ly different from that of adults of middle and upper classes. 
They frequently show indifference or even hosttiity toward 
social ihstitutioM as i for example^ ^ education.. Their goals 
for ^eir children rarely include college^ but ne^tlj al- 
ways include getting a job« 

7. ^ Weak motlvatidh : Hbtivatioh of undereducated a^^ 

because of their history of failure to achieve the recognized 
values of success, efftciencytfqttiittyi etc^ They are 
easily dlicpuragedt lod frequently «hibit an attitude of an 
almost complete reiignation because of thisc repeat«l failures < 

8. Unutfuaiiy sensitive to non**verbaL forms of comuhicatibh : 
With limited vocabulary and limits skill in articulation, 
labit undereducated adults are forced to do much of ^eir com-- 
iunicition on the noti-^wbal level. They are setmitive to 
non^^erbai clues i and tend to judge jmbre by action than words. 
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9i Feeiia^ of Selpleasness ; When a 8tudcgJ| doubts his ability 

to icaru, his tfainlrtTig process is blccfcgd» Feelings of 

anxiety apl helplessness r.esnit. Sotte signs of helpless 
feelings in stur*-^ ts are: hostility wward subject matter; 
bewilderment i 1l of participation azui ^^tt^^tioti; procras- 
tination ^ : 

10. Varying— ievels- of intelligence ; the great -w^ijority of under- 
educat^ adults are far from stx^pid* On th^ contrary, be- 
cause of thc^ inability to read and write in a society made 
up of people who live by diese skills » they have been forced 
to live by their wii:8. No two people learn at the sane rate. 
The teacher wha recognizes these differences and plans his ' 
teaching accordingly will help each student c6 approach 
maxlnnnn learning within his own cap^ilities . 

11. "Live- for today" philo sophy ; Many adults from lower socio- 
economic backgrounds have little concept of Ibx^^range 
planning in their ii^es. 

12. Hostility txrward authority ; Because of u nhappy associations 
with representatives of authority (pbifEenehi teachers* 
boss) 9 any authority figure is likely to ^ouse hostility. 

13. Reticence : Many under educated adults have difficulty ex- 
pressing their feelings* discussing their heeds* and standing 
up for their rights. Sil^ce may mean that they are shy. 

14. Use of defense mechanisms ; The higher the degree of illit- 
eracy in ah adult* the more likely he is to attempt to hide 
his undereducatioh from his frirads ^d teacher by use of 
fhe following defense mechanism: (1) carrying a book or 
newspaper* (2) carrying pencils in a conspicuous place* (3) 
hot having eye«-glasses vh^ aike^^ and havi^ 
ah injured hand when asked for^ a written response i 

15. Need for s tatus ; Use of first names* nicknames* and word^ 
such as ''boy*' tends to arouse antagonism axid resentment* 

16. tendency to lose interest ; Uhdereducated adults* just like 
average students* will leave a classroom situation which 
does hot fulfill their heidi*. When sighs of apathy appear* 
it ^8 time for the teacher to muster all his teaching skills 
and uhders tending. 

it should be noted that one would* at first glance* siemto 
be confronted with ah almbit ihsurmbuhtable masi of negative fac- « 
tors in describing the general characteristics of the undereduca^ 
adult. However* the positive characteristics of the adult learner 
are extremely ccmpllmehtary to the liarnihg process and some of 
'^^ his negative characteristics may also be turned into positive ele* 
mehts. Some positive characteristics of the adult learner may
